Six. people are dead. and more than 
100 injured... Informal martial. law 
enforced by-a half dozen companies of 
Militia fully armed was found neces- 
sary not only because of général con- 
ditions, but by the sporadic arisings 
Of looting in several of the . burned 
sections apparently by an underworld 
faction which arrived from Boston, 
~. Adjutant General Cole was early on 
the. scene .with Governor. Walsh. As 
soon as the looting became apparent 
orders wére issued to shoot at sight 
and this word was circulated across 
the city. The drastic effect of this 
threat, coupled with the sight of the 
riffes: carried by the uniformed mili- 
tlamen who were pouring“into the city 
all night; was: immediately apparent. 

The 150 patients in the Salem hos- 
pital were removed on . cots. and 
aie just as the flames reached 

Buildings, Are Dynamited - 
The only means of effectively 
checking. the Progress of the. flames 
wag to. » Bai weores 
of b gs were blown up in an en- 
deavor to hem the fire 

In many Cases even this desperate 
act failed, the wind carrying tongues 
of flame over the ruins of buildings 
and setting ablaze others across the 
gap. 

Women, many of them crazed at 
the loss of their possessions, were 
herded. by the police and militia 
from many cities in groups on the 
edges of the burning district, and time 
and again were forced to vacate their 
refuges as the flames crept nearer. 
Thousands were rendered homeless, 
many being left without a dollar and 
with no prospect. .of » employment, 
since the factories and tanneries in 
which they worked were levelled by 
the flames or destroyed by the dyna- 
mite. Hundreds of lost children 
sought their parents without receiving 
notice from the crazed sufferers, 

The high wind and the inadequacy 
of the water service were the twin 
Causes of the spread of the flames, 
the wind driving the fire from. build- 
ing to building, while the firemen 
could not get sufficient pressure. to 
supply the apparatus Yrom Boston, 
Lynn, Beverly, Marblehead, Mdh- 
chester, N. H., and other cities 
rushed to the doomed city. 

Fire Starts From Explosion 

Starting from an explosion in the 
Korn Leather company’s factory at 2 
p.. m., the fire spread through the 
shoe and léather district, filled with 
tanneries and boot. shops, swept 
through the residential district as far 
south as the Boston and Maine freight. 
sheds.and railroad station and then 
veered east to the water’s edge. 

While the combined fire-fighting 
forces were endeavoring to extinguish 
the. principal blaze, two other fires 
‘broke out, as a result of the brands 
carried on the high wind, and burned 
practically unchecked, laying waste a 
section of North street and the dis- 
trict surrounding the oil tank of the 
Standard Oil comany in the extreme 
northwest of the city. 

The burned buildings include the 
entire plants. of scores of companies 
upon which the majority of the 45,000 
inhabitants depended f6r, their live- 
lihoods, the $250,000 St. Joseph’s 
Cathaolic church, only recently dedi- 
cated; scores of business houses, the 
city; orphan, asylum, .sheltering 150 
ehildren, and hundreds-of residences. 

To add to the catastrophe, the 
plant of the Salem Electric Light 
company was destroyed and the city 
was in total darknesg save for the 
glare of the flames, which could be 
séen for,more than, a score of miles.

A House of Sorrow 

The final tragedy which has come to 
the house of Hapsburg is the culmina- 
tion of the personal sorrows that have 
overshadowed the life of the emperor. 
His reign began with sinister,.omens, 
for he, faced internal dissentions and 
external aggressions from the moment 
he came to the throne. In 1853. the 
list of tragic incidents began with an 
attempt upon--his on life, when a 
Hungarian named Lebenye wounded 
him with a knife. 

Fourteen . years “later his .brother, 
Archduke Maximilian, Emperor of 
Mexico, was captured om those who 
rose against him, condemned to 
death by court martial, and execut- 
ed. Then followed the burning to 
death of a niece in Vienna, a sister 
in Paris, and the death by silicide on 
Starehnburg lake of a cousin. 

In 1898 the emperor's ‘wife was 
stabbed to-death at Geneva by a mad 
Italian amarchist, . They had been 
estranged for many years, but the 
emperor: had. never: ceased to show a 
fer affection for her.

LINCOLN'S FAMOUS. ADDRESS 


A Sidelight Seen by Former Andover 
Citizen 


The following communication is 
bound to be of interest at this Fourth 
of July season, touching as it does an 
incident. in the life of the.country’s 
greatest leader as seen by an old Ando- 
ver citizen. The story is sent to us by

Editor of the Andover Townsmans— 


In an account written by Sur- 
geon Cyrus N. Chamberlain, of —. 
chusetts, of his army experiences, occ 
the following story of President Lingoin's s 
Gettysbury address, which I think may 
be of interest just at this time. ; 

Dr. Chamberlain, after telling of his 
organization and direction of ‘the field 
hospital, called the Letterman General 
Hospital, of which he was in 
charge, during the five months of its ex- 
istence, until November 25th, 1863, 
says: 

“On the nineteenth of that month 
occurred the dedication of the Gettys- 
burg National Cemetery, where were to 
repose the remains of a number of 
the victims of the battle. I had been 
requested some weeks before to repre- 
sent Massachusetts on the-commission 
which was to select the best site for the 
cemetery, and served in that ‘capacity. 
The ceremonies attending the dedica- 
tion were destined to become one of the 
most notable events of the war, on ac- 
count of the celebrated speech of Presi- 
dent Lincoln, which has come torbe 
regarded as a classic. I had been:in- 
vited by Maj. Gén. Couch, who was at 
this time Commander of the Depart- 
ment of Pennsylvania, and under whom 
I had served during the first year of the 
war, to act as volunteer aide. on -his 
staff during the ceremonies, and there- 
fore I had every facility for seeing and 
hearing all that took place. . - fee 

“My chair on the platform was im- 
mediately behind that of Mr. Lincoln, 
and he was about eight feet in front of 
me when he rose to speak. After rising, 
he took from his pocket his black steel 
spectacles, adjusted them to his nose, 
and from another pocket he pulled out 
a er yecangisincss which he proceeded; to 
read. 2 


“His voice had a high pitch and-‘was 
slightly nasal in tone, and quite pene- 
trating. Although he was accustomed 
to speak to large assemblies, I doubt if 
the great multitude of people present 
could all hear him. His words made a 
profound impression on those who heard 
him, but it was only when they came t, 
be read ‘that their beauty, vigor ang 
terseness were fully appreciated. 

“It has been stated that Mr. Lincoln’ 8 
remarks were prepared by him on.the 
¢ars en route to Gettysburg, but Hon. 
David Wills, at whose house the Presi- 
dent was entertained, informed me 
afterward that as soon as the reception, 
which Mr. Wills tendered him on the 
evening before the day of the ceremonies, 
had closed, Mr. Lincoln went to his 
room (although he did not go to bed 
until late). 

** At about one o’clock he came down 
with a small sheet of paper in his hand 
and asked Mr. Wills to direct him to 
the house where Mr. Seward was stay- 
ing. After a short time he returned 

with the paper and immediately retired 
| to rest. Judge Wills therefore believed 
that the speech was prepared in his 
house, which he regarded 4s an inter- 
esting historical fact, and as giving to 
his house a title to historic fame, It 
is probable that Mr. Lincoln partly 
prepared his remarks on the train, and 
finished them in Mr. Wills’ house. I 
; saw Mr. Lincoln frequently during the 
war period, and he always looked like 
a clothed skeleton, but at this time I 
thought he looked n ore was and weary 
than I had before seen him, yet he was 
very cheerful and he seemed to be con- 
tented and happy.”
